The lnstituti£tbis morning was largely 


attended. 
Tho exercises opened with

Superintendent E. A. Gastman offered an 
appropriate prayer. Tbe school children 
sang "Marching Through Georgia," and 
'Tramp, Tramp, Tramp," while tho au- 
dience joined in tho chorus. 


T. C. Grady of Maroa, read a paper on 


tho subject, "The Farmer and Hard 
Times." He said that the yon: of 1890 
was abac! one for the farjjer. In tbe 
midst of plenty there is ",.ant. The crops 
wore plentiful but the prices were BO low 
that nothing will be made. It is tbe first 
time for yours that the farmers in tbe Mis- 
sissippi valley have made no progress. 
No money was made this year and con- 
templated improvements have boon post- 
poned until better times. 
When prosper- 


ity returns the bard times can be looked 
back upon In tbe light of a blessing. The 
farmers In this vicinity have always had 
good crops and sold them for fair prices so 
that they are not accustomed to tbe bard 
times. Tbe bard times reach all classes 
of people. If tbe farmer does not make 
money tho retail merchants don't do 
good .business, and tbe wholesale men are 
uneasy and the manufacturers cut down 
their ontput of goods. Tbe speaker said 
that tbe farmers bad been told by both 
political parltes that if certain legislation 
was carried out there would be good times 
but that tbe real thing which would help 
tbe farmers was the law of supply and de- 
mand. There were some kinds of legisla- 
tion which would benefit tbe formers and 
among which was mentioned a better 


front.teeth they chisel the former out of 
no inconsiderable part of his grain. 


"Second, by tho same sort of a cam- 


paign against nearly all forms of insect 
life." 


At this point in bis discourse Mr. 


Gastman read an article written by Prof. 
Cowes, one of tho best authorities on the 
subject of birds and inseccs. The article 
stated that when agriculture was started 
birds and Insects assumed a new relation 
to men. The birds became helpful and 
tao insects harmful. 
Prof. Cowes in tbe 


articles also says that farmers breed in- 
sects on their farm tho same as they 
raise cattle or horses. 


Mr. Gastman explained that this meant 


that the farmer by cultivation creates cir- 
cumstances under 
whl^h Insects will 


oome. In continuing Mr. Gastman said: 
"Birds are helpful to the farmer. AH 
birds of prey destroy small mammals and 
insects. The owl and hawk live almost 
exclusively on small animals such as field 
mice and gophers. In Pennsylvania a bill 
was passed offering a prico for the heads 
of owla. It was found to be very expen- 
sive for tho stateand also that tho amount 
of field mioe increased so that tho bill 
was repealed. At present thero is a bill 
in the state legislature which authorizes 
the counties to offer ten cents each for the 
heads of crows. You should see to it that 
your representative does not vote for a 
bill offering a reward on crows. la most 
every case owls and hawka aro beneficial 
to tho farmer. They may take a young 
chicken onco in a while but that Is cheap 
pay for what they do to benefit the farm. 
The crops have things against It and in 
its favor. It damages the corn crop, de- 
stroys the eggs ot chickens and other 
birds, distributee poisoned seeds and de- 
stroys useful Insects. On tho other band 
it destroys injurious insects and animals 
and is a valuable scavenger. Tho birds 
of the thrush family are also of great ben- 
efit to tho farmers. Tho quail are known 
in the winter time to eat great quantities 
of chinch bugs. On the whole I believe 
In preserving tho birds." 


Mr. Gastman gave some interesting 


facts in regard to tbo cbinuh bugs. He

delivered by President W. H. Bean of 
Blue Mound, on the first day of the Farm- 
era1 Institute: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: I ain very 


glad to see you here, glad to ace so many 
here, and you are heartily welcome. The 
more that oome the better we are satisfied. 
It shows chat you are taking an Interest 
in the Institute work—that you believe it 
is a good thing. 
The judge baa very kindly adjourned 


court for our convenience during tho time 
of our institute and for that we feel very 
thankful, and we may feel before we get 
through that we ought to have a larger 
room. The attendance hera today con- 
vinces me that by tomorrow it will b« a 
question whether we will have room 
enough, but nevertheless teil yoor friends 
to come, and come yourselves tomorrow, 
for tomorrow's exercises will be worth 
the attention of every one. 
Last year was our first institute. 


Several years ago an attempt was made 
to hold oil institute, but the attempt 
never brought forth fruit, and, so far as 
I know, last year was the first institute 
held in Macon county. It was so satis- 
factory to those who were here that it 
was the universal opinion of everyone 
that we should conduct thla institute on 
the same line as the first one was con 
ducted. This being the opinion we have 
endeavored to put the institute proper nn 
the sale line as last year, discussing 
questions of importance to the farmer 
and trying to bring up subjects that wil 
Instruct him.

exhibit until a short time ago, and we 
did not^ourselves know we were going to 
have it until the latter part of December, 
so youjsee we have bad but a little time in 
which to prepare It No part of this has 
been grown on purpose for this exhibit, 
but all have been selected from the pro- 
duct! of the farm as they should be select 


worth your attendance, to be a banfit to 
the farmers of Macon county. If we suc- 
ceed in this our highest aims Is attained. 


The state has long since appreciated 


the value of these institutes. As you 
nearly all know, the state appropriates 
$50 annually to each county that will 
have an Institute. That shows that our 
state legislators appreciate the beneflta to 
be derived from the county farmers' Insti- 
tute. This seems on first thought to be a 
pretty large sum to be scattered over the 
state, yet it Is a small amont when we 
consider that the basis of all industries is 
the farmers Unless the farmers are pros- 
perous there is no class of people who are 
prosperous, and if by any law or any 
means we can Instruct the farmers to be- 
come prosperous then we have added some 
thing to tbo prosperity of th« whole 
country, and money thus invested is in 
vested in the best possible way. This 
money is to go toward paying the oxpen 
ses of those whom we get to come bore 
from abroad and to pay the necessary ex- 
jenses of the institute. Toward the pre- 
miums we have obtained considerable 
money from the advertising on the pio- 
grams, so I think wo will possibly be in 
batter shape than we bavo ever been be- 
fore.

I think it will be understood for the 


years to come. If we make this exhibit a 
soooew, and I think it will be, that we 
will have the very best produced in the 
county. If the farmers have any partic- 
ular kind of grain, oats or wheat, that 
they are partial to, they will nelect the 
beat part and bring U here to show, the 
rest of us, I think If we can have the 
grain exhibited In the straw IS would be 
a good thing, whether we have the initt- 
tute in the oourt house or in a larger room.

We have In our institute this time Intro- 


duced several subjects of importance that 
will be developed as time goes on and we 
hope to see you here from day to day, as 
wo do not think you can miss a single

do not know whether you have read .Tosh 
Billings' almanac or not. He was a 
peculiar man. He had a peculiar way of 
spelling. I recall one of bis stories. He 
was talking about a ben he had that be 
set on an aar of corn and raised a tmshol 
of corn. I do not know whutbsr we can 
tell yon how to raise a bushel of corn from 
an ear under an oTd hen, but various sub- 
jects bav < been assigned to persons com- 
petent tJ bandlo them, and we are sure 
we will be much benefited. 


While it Is true that as tanners we 


have passed through a season of bard 
times 1 expect that we have not been any 
more pinched than a good many other 
classes of people. Sometimes we become 
almost entirely discouraged. Sometimes 
we think it Is almost uo uee trying. 
Farming Is a pretty hard business at the 
best, and when it comes to figuring that 
corn can be raised for 15 cents a bushel 
and we must sell it at 16 cents a bushel. 
It looks like a gloomy picture. But, my 
friends, I believe it will not always last. 
We have bad u bard times before in a 
generation. 1 am yet a yonng man, yat I 
remember when gloom settled on the 
farmers in years gone by. and still out 
of that gloom we rose with greater pros- 
perity than we bad before. I think we 
will again rlie Into greater prosperity 
than in any yea" that we have yet 


for leaving the farms and engaging in 
other occupations that require leas work, 
but when we think of tho number of 
chances of the farmer we still cannot say 
jood by to the old homestead. There is 
QO occupation that men can engage in 
that is of more Independence than is the 
farming industry. And, Indeed, I some- 
times think that some of us farmers are 
most too independent. I think that '- 
the tronblewithagood many of-us. 
have talked with a good many men who 
think that these institutes are a waste of 
time 
I have talked with men who think 


they know as much about farming as 
anybody could tell them. I never yel 
saw the man who was so smart but thai 
be could learn something and I think you 
will all say that theso meetings will be a 
benefit to all of us.

Everybody has takon a lively personal 


interest In the Maoon county Farmers' 
Institute, which began at the court house 
on Tuesday and comes to a close this 
afternoon. It has been a well-managed 
institute, and in every respect the mid- 
winter disoussion ot home and farm top- 
ics, together with the exhibit of products 
and the entertainment has been a pro- 
nounced success. Much good will result. 
Possibly tho next Institute will be held in 
October instead of February. 


Wednesday Afternoon. 


The discussion of Mrs. Rhoda A. Judy's 


paper on "How to Make Money Raising 
Poultry" brought out many valuable sug- 
gestions. 
Questions were put by H. M. 


Bell, William Clare, Joshua Green, Sam- 
uel Hopkins, W. H. Bean. George W. Bat- 
tles, M. Brown ana Bering Burrows and 
all were promptly answered by Mrs. Judy. 


Frank J. Jack of Decatur, road a very 


able paper on "Insects Destructive to Ag- 
riculture." Mr. Jack after finishing his 
course at the Stanford University remained 
there for a year as assistant to the ento- 
mologist of the institute. He drew many 
of tho plates whloh went into a scientific 
book published by the entomologists of 
that institution, the same being recog- 
nized as an authority on the subject. Mr. 
Jack called attention to the fact that the 
necessity for some knowledge of Injurious 
insects has been emphasized and is em- 
phasized every day by some agricultural 
papers and by bulletins Issued by the gov- 
ernment. The transportation of fruit, 
nursery stock and seed is introducing new 
forms of insects continually. The Han 
Jose Scale, evading the quarantine offi- 
cers, goto foothold in California and came 
near annihilating tho orchards before 
they realized the danger. We cannot go 
to work blindly In our application of rem- 
edies for destroying insects. 
We must 


have some knowledge of thoir structure, 
their life and history. To illustrate, take 
tha scale. It pierces the bark with its 
sharp beak and sucks up the sap through 
this tube—like organ. Paris green is al- 
most Insoluble in wator mid it is useless 
to spray the trees with this poison. Heio 
followed n scientific discussion of the life 
and structure of insects, illustrated with 
drawings. He stated that many of the 
methods used in the last few years In 
fighting insects had 
been useless and 


quoted the wise eld saying, "An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure," 
and proceeded to discuss some of the 
ounces of prevention. The first of thcfio 
was b!gh cultivation. A strong healthy 
plant or tree is not nearly so liable to be 
attacked by insect pests as one previous- 
ly weakened by other causes. Another 
preventative is the rotation of crops. By 
this means many insects when they hatch 
in the spring fail to find their food plant 
and die. Knowing the habits of some of 
our Insect? we oan appreciate the value of 
clean culture. 
Certain of our worst pests 


pass the winter beneath the rubbish that 
lies scattered about the farm. It has 
been advised to burn the stubble. This 
would be a most effective way to get rid 
of Hessian fly. The easiest way to get rid 
of some of tho larger posts Is to pick them 
off by band and destroy them. Some In- 
sects, such as cut worms, hide themselves 
during the day and feed at night. Ad- 
vantage may be taken of these habits by 
placing boards or boxes about the place 
they feed. When the insects have con- 
cealed themselves the boards may be re- 
moved and tne insects destroyed. A fur 
row about the field with the perpendicular 
side inside may prevent a threatened In- 
vasion of the army worm. The plum 
onrculia may be shaken from the treo 
onto a sheet spread beneath. The mo t 
widely effective moans of fighting Insecti 
is by means of insecticides or insect poi 
sons. There are external and Internal 
Of the external are Paris green and Lon 
don purple.

trerae Irritants need in fighting Insects 
with sucfeing months Include the powder 
known under the various names ot pyre- 
tbrnm, Persian Insect powder, Daematlan 
insect powder, eto. We find that we are 
aided to a very great extent by the natural 
enemies of the Insects and to this cause 
can be attributed tho disappearance of 
some insects that have been numerous. 


A recently devf loped method of fighting 


insets is the Introduction of disease germs. 


"Profitable Horse Breeding" was the 


subject ably discussed by Dr. J. F. Held 
of Deoatur, veterinary surgeon. 
Dr. Reid 


said the question of raising horses profit- 
ably depended upon the condition the ani- 
mal could be brought to market. If yon 
are going to raise them as horses have 
been raised there will be no money in It. 
If you strut out, however, with a well de- 
fined idea the kind of horse you are going 
to breed the result will be different. We 
cannot expect sound oolts from unsound 
horses. The draft horse is the profitable 
one to the majority of farmers for three 
reasons. First, because the chief qualifi- 
cation of size and soundness are easily at- 
tained by ordinary judgment. Second, 
because they are the easiest broken nnd 
worked and third because if unbroken 
they nieet^wlth a fair sale. Wo have been 
breeding draft horses from five different 
sources, viz: Percherons, Clydes, Eng- 
lish Shires, Belgium drafts, and Suffolk 
Punches, chiefly from tho first three, but 
it can be said that from any o£ the classes 
mentioned ft saleable horse can bo ob- 
tained. Our second class has been pro- 
duced from the Trotter, Hackney, French 
Coach horse and Cleveland bays and 
crosses from the thoroughbreds. Jn all 
these productions our own production, tho 
American trotter, in uiy opinion out- 
classes them all 
Ho can be bred to tbe 


equal of any of them in form, soundness 
and size and surtassos thorn all in speed 
und action, is the grandest driver tbe 
world has ever known. Colts should iiot 
be neglected In their first year. They de 
mand attention and it should be given 
them at tho proper time. It ii easier to 
give this attention at one year than to 
wait until they are three years old and 
then have to give three times as much nt- 
tentlon. Farmers should keep their horses 
in condition. As an illustration It might 
bo said that on tho 18th of last August a 
farmer sold a big draft horse here five 
years old for ISO. Tho horse was put in 
a box stall au<5 alter an actual expense of 
$20 for feed he was sold in November un- 
der the hammer tar »206.

Farmers should not raise more horses 
ban they can care for and in order to 
make the business profitable they should 
use their brood mares to raise work hories 
or tbe farm. Farmers must have horses 
or their farm work and there are so 
many horses demanded for city use. 
It 


seems, therefore, a good idea for the farm- 
er to raise eo many for his farm work and 
mve a few each year to offer In the mar- 
ket. 
Last year we did not produce one 


colt In this section where we produced 
twenty-five in 1S90 and the same is true 
from all sections. Careful observation 
can sea that there Is a shortage and what 
will the shortage be when the product of 
the last four years Is called for. Unless 
some active agency is discovered to dis- 
place horses and them is but little out- 
look for that at present there will be a 
great scarcity of horses in the neit five 
years. 
A good horse sells for a remuner- 


ative price today and It takes from five to 
six years to produce one. What will ho 
Hell for in four or five years' Will you 
anticipate the market or will you wait 
until the famine is upon us and then 
make a rush to get back Into the busi- 
ness without a decent mare for a founda- 
tion.

The flooring is more effective than any 
•arpet or rug and can be readily kept ia 
a high state of polish. 


Parquetry is of two kinds, solid and 


icnecred. The former is made of se]> 
aratc pieces of thick wood joined by 
tongue and groove, the hitter of thiu 
strips or blocks of wood glued on a. 
paneled backing of hard wood. From 
this it will be seen that all fancy wood 
fioorsneed a foundation floor of cheaper 
wood, and tlu;t this necessarily makes 
their use slightly expensive, although 
in the long run they more than repay 
one for the original expense. To be- 
gin with, they arc handsome enough to 
require little if any covering in the way 
of rugs, then the two floorings i3o:iden 
sound to a. great degree, and, lastly, 
thfcv are so exquisitely clean and nrtis- 
tic in appearance that one cannot help 
but be converted to their use. 


A complete flooring is illustrated, as 


are some borders. It consists of a 
combination of oak and mahogany, 
with a border of oak, mahogany nntl 
maple. The border is an intricate and 
effective Grecian pattern, in which the 
different woods are used to shade with 
the delicacy of a painting. This floor- 
ing can be laid to fit any room. 1'nr- 
quelry should never be cleaned with 
warm water, for it will cause the pieces 
of wood to warp and separate and will 
also affect the polish.—Chicago Chron- 
icle.

HISTORIC BATTLEFIELDa

established the English rule in India.
